BIDS FOR 


BIG SHIPS. 


Washington, D. C.. Jan. 5 —Bids for 


the construction of the two most power 
ul armored cruisers ever designf-d for 
the United States Navy were opened 
at the Navy department today and 
within a day or two it is probable tuc 
result will be announced and the con- 
racts awarded. It is said the bidding 
for the construction of these two ships 
has befn unusually active, proposals 
having been received from nearly every 
concern in the country having a plant 
capable of turning out a warship of 
the desired type. 


The two ships will cost not leas than 


$6,000,000 each and will be the cost- 
liest vessels in the navy, the price be- 
ing greater by several hundred thoiis- 
and dollars than that of the heaviest 
battleship. The cruisers will be known 
as the Tennessee and the Washing- 
ton, and are the vessels about which a 
disagreement arose in the board of 
construction as to 
whether 
power 


should be sacrificed to speed. A nega- 
tive decision was reached. 


The yards awarded the contracts 


will receive from the government not 
less than $4,000,000 each for the con- 
struction of hulls am! machinery, and 
the armor factories will recive practi- 
cally the remainder. Nearly two years 
time was devoted by the experts to 
the designs for these crulsrrs, and it 
will be at l"ast three years before they 
are completed.
